Formerly, 
between two learned scholars 
there will be argument. If one is 
defeated... Just like Sarvabhau- 
ma Bhattacarya. As soon as he 
became defeated, he became 
His disciple. That's all. That was 
the system. Not that we go on 
arguing for hours, and one is 
defeated; still he remains the 
same. No. If you are defeated, 
then you must accept the other 
party as your master." 

(Morning Walk, 2/5/73, emphases 
added) 

Hence, the basic issue we are 
facing is that ISKCON's leaders are 
not even gentlemen, never mind 
Vaisnavas or 'good as God' self-re- 


alised diksa gurus. Rather, we are 
dealing with persons motivated 
by a desire for position and self- 
aggrandisement, which precludes 
them from being gentlemen who 
will admit defeat, even when they 
have defeated themselves! The 
article on this issue's back page 
gives a particularly egregious 
example of the level of blatant 
cheating that permeates ISKCON's 
leadership. 

In this respect, in an attempt 
to be a gentleman, The Final Order 
was written specifically in a man- 
ner inviting defeat. It asks for and 
examines the evidence for "Modi- 
fications A and B" made to the July 
9th, 1977 directive issued by SrTla 
Prabhupada. If such evidence is 
submitted, TFO is defeated, and 
such defeat will be accepted. The 
IRM has no properties, positions, 
or income streams at stake. 

Given that ISKCON's leaders 
are not gentlemen, we have often 
been asked why we bother, when 
we are facing such a wall of resist- 
ance to the truth. Why continue 
when our efforts appear futile? 

Our answer is two-fold: 

1) Firstly, as evidenced by the 
response we have received to our 
efforts — demonstrated not just 
by the readers' letters we have 
published, but also by those who 
are supporting and have joined 
our efforts — it is clear that there 
are devotees in ISKCON who are 
willing to be gentlemen and ad- 
mit that they may have been 
wrong.

Tamala Krsna: "We shouldn't 
be impatient to compromise just 
to..." 

Srila Prabhupada: "There is 
no question of becoming impa- 
tient. You have got diamond. No 
buyer of diamond — that does not 
mean you have to throw it away." 

Tamala Krsna: "And sell 
something less." 

Srila Prabhupada: "Yes. Dia- 
mond is diamond. It must be pur- 
chased by the suitable custom- 
er. Because there is no customer 
I shall throw it away? So we have 
got diamond. It is not possible 
that everyone will purchase it, but 
there must be diamonds. People 
must know that "Here is diamond. 
If I want it, I must pay the proper 
price."That I want to establish." 
(Room Conversation, 22/3/77)

The Final Order, the IRM's founda- 
tional document released over 20 
years ago, provided the documen- 
tary and scriptural evidence which 
established Srila Prabhupada's 
position as the diksa guru for 
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www.iskconirm.com/nochange)

Conclusion 

BCS has accepted the IRM's

Howev- 
er, Srila Prabhupada's position as 
ISKCON's Acarya and guru began 
in 1 966, not 1 978, and therefore, it 
means that Srila Prabhupada's po- 
sition as ISKCON's diksa guru also 
does not change — even though 
BCS does not practise this! 
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The Final Order , the IRM's founda- 
tional document released over 20 
years ago, provided the documen- 
tary and scriptural evidence which 
established SrTla Prabhupada's 
position as the diksa guru for 
ISKCON. A companion paper, The 
No Change in ISKCON Paradigm 
("NCIP"), explained that this evi- 
dence merely reflected a gener- 
al underlying principle regarding 
ISKCON — that there should be “no 
change" to whatever SrTla Prabhu- 
pada established in ISKCON: 

"Whatever I have introduced 
should remain. [...] Carefully 
manage things what I have es- 
tablished." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 4/9/74) 

Hence, this "no change" pol- 
icy also applied to SrTla Prabhu- 
pada having established his posi- 
tion as the diksa guru for ISKCON, 
along with the July 9th, 1 977 rep- 
resentative "rtvik" initiation system 
which would allow him to remain 
in this position.

c) Being the Acarya of ISKCON 
means that he is also the guru for 
everyone in ISKCON, and this po- 
sition as the guru will also not 
change, but remain for all time. 

It is a historical fact that SrTla 
Prabhupada established himself 
as ISKCON's Fou nder-A carya af- 
ter its founding in 1966. Thus, by 
BCS's statement b) above, SrTla 
Prabhupada's position in ISKCON 
as the Acarya of ISKCON while he 
was physically present, will remain 
unchanged throughout ISKCON's 
lifetime.

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The Consequences of Deviating from ‘No Change’ 


The previous article explained 
the No Change in ISKCON Para- 
digm ("NCIP"). During his physi- 
cal presence, SrTla Prabhupada es- 
tablished the systems, regulations, 
teachings, management, and so 
on, which would apply in ISKCON, 
and they were to be followed 
without any addition or subtrac- 
tion, rather than be changed. 

Thus, managing and operat- 
ing ISKCON is actually very sim- 
ple. Everything continues how it 
was when SrTla Prabhupada was 
physically present. Hence, there 
can be no questions or confusion 
regarding what should be done, 
as SrTla Prabhupada already left 
us a working model to follow and 
everything in ISKCON would sim- 
ply continue to function and work 
smoothly. 

In contrast, we will now exam- 
ine what happens when we devi- 
ate from the "no change" model 
given by SrTla Prabhupada. 

No idea 

The appeal below was post- 
ed on a GBC-funded website and 
made on behalf of the Kirtan 
Standards Committee, which ad- 
vises the GBC: 

"The kirtana is at its climax. 
The leader from the top of his 
lungs bursts forth with a re- 
sounding Gurudeva , Gurude- 
va, Gurudeva Gurudeva [...], etc. 
Some devotees look at each 
other — who am I supposed to 
be singing to or should I be 
singing it at all. Who is the lead- 
er referring to? A kind of silent 
unsurety lingers in the back- 
ground or foreground. Some 
say we should not at all chant 
others say at specific occasions 
and times, others anytime, an- 
ywhere. Some say before Jaya 
Prabhupada is okay some after. 
Some say it is to Srlla Prabhu- 
pada, some to their initiating 
guru, some to all the gurus, 
some the predecessor guru. On 
behalf of the Kirtan standards 


committee I would like to hear 
what the esteemed assembly of 
learned and experienced devo- 
tees could kindly contribute to 
this topic." 

("Dandavats", 20/12/16) 

a) Thus, the movement's lead- 
ership has no idea even about 
something as basic as how to con- 
duct a kirtanal 

b) The appeal was made on 
behalf of the committee by HH 
Janananda Goswami, who is a 

supposedly 'good as God' GBC- 
elected diksa guru. Thus, we have 
a "guru" who does not even know 
who ' gurudeva’ \s\ 

Absurd ignorance 

This absurd ignorance about 
how to have a kirtana can be add- 
ed to the other absurdities we 
outlined in BTP 44 (please s ee"Gu- 
ru-Tattva Basics - 1 "). There we ex- 
posed how ISKCON's gurus also 
cannot agree on basic fundamen- 
tals such as what the word "guru" 
refers to, how and why one is a 
diksa guru, how the diksa guru is 
worshipped, and even who can be 
a diksa guru! 

More evidence of this absurd 
ignorance comes from a " sahga " 
held by the senior most leaders in 
ISKCON, comprised of GBCs, san- 
nyasis and gurus. They had to an- 
swer the following question*: 

"If you could ask Srlla 
Prabhupada just one question 
what will that question be?" 

One of the questions* put for- 
ward was: 

"What is the role of the dik- 
sha guru in ISKCON?" 

Thus, though they have been 
running a diksa guru program for 
almost 40 years, ISKCON's leader- 
ship still does not know what a 
diksa guru is! 

Ignorance confessed 

Another question* presented 
by ISKCON's leadership at this sah- 
ga to ask SrTla Prabhupada, when 
they had to answer the question 


stated above, was: 

"When you said don't change 
anything, what exactly did you 
mean?" 

Thus, ISKCON's leadership ac- 
tually acknowledges the NCIP! But 
they claim that"don't change any- 
thing" means that you can change 
the guru and initiation system 
SrTla Prabhupada gave for ISKCON, 
where he is the diksa guru and in- 
itiations occur on his behalf via 
representatives (" rtviks "). But if 
ISKCON's leadership could pick 
and choose what they wanted to 
change, then "don't change an- 
ything" would become "change 
whatever you want", which would 
be another absurdity! 

One question* that the par- 
ticipants of this leadership sahga 
were asked to brainstorm was: 

"What challenges are we fac- 
ing at present due to the lack of 
clarity on the intent or context 
of Srlla Prabhupada's instruc- 
tions?" 

Thus, ISKCON's leadership is 
fully confessing that they are igno- 
rant regarding $rTla Prabhupada's 
instructions. And yet they are sup- 
posed to be leading us! In reality, 
there is no lack of clarity in SrTla 
Prabhupada's instructions and the 
actual path is very simple. Just 
continue ISKCON as SrTla Prabhu- 
pada left it when he physically de- 
parted, with no change. 

Made-up 

Initially when the guru hoax 
was introduced immediately af- 
ter SrTla Prabhupada departed, it 
simply copied the absolute diksa 
guru model given by SrTla Prabhu- 
pada — only, it was applied to his 
supposedly 1 1 "zonal -acarya suc- 
cessors" (The Great Guru Hoax, 
Part 1). When that was accept- 
ed by the GBC to be false a dec- 
ade later (please see "An Apology", 
Back To Godhead , #25-01, 1991), 
they then generated a new, made- 
up diksa guru model from scratch. 
You now had a contradictory sys-

tern of supposedly still absolute 
'as good as God' diksa gurus, but 
now under the authority of a non- 
absolute GBC management body. 
These diksa gurus were voted in, 
able to fall down and "leave" the 
parampara, and disciples could 
get re-initiated multiple times 
(The Great Guru Hoax, Part 2). 

Thus, instead of following the 
path laid down by SrTla Prabhu- 
pada, the GBC changed it and in- 
stead made up their own guru 
hoax program of "successors" to 
SrTla Prabhupada. Such inven- 
tion had to be done because SrTla 
Prabhupada did not give any or- 
ders or directions for how a socie- 
ty of many guru successors simul- 
taneously under the authority of a 
GBC would operate in ISKCON. No 
such direction was given because 
no such system was authorised! 

Consequently, ISKCON's lead- 
ership had no real idea what it 
should be doing and thus just 
made it up as it went along. And 
this is why the stunning igno- 
rance, confusion and contradic- 
tion of even the very basics men- 
tioned earlier arises, and why it 
still remains even after 40 years. 

Conclusion 

We need to return to the So- 
ciety SrTla Prabhupada left us, the 
ISKCON where everything worked, 
everyone knew what had to be 
done, and there were no absurd- 
ities such as not even knowing 
how to have a kirtana\

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Changing the Regulative Principles - 1 


One of the most basic and pre- 
liminary teachings SrTla Prabhu- 
pada gives is that one should fol- 
low the regulative principles, 
which includes avoiding illicit sex: 

"Those interested in Krsna 
consciousness should [...] strict- 
ly follow the regulative prin- 
ciples by avoiding illicit sex, 
meat-eating, gambling and in- 
toxication." 

(The Nectar of Instruction, Verse 2) 

"Out of these four items, il- 
licit sex is very sinful." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 7.128) 

SrTla Prabhupada mentions 
these principles many hundreds 
of times, and clearly explains how 
to follow them. However, in the 
shaded panels below, we quote 
from a lecture entitled "What is 
Illicit Sex" given by GBC-elected 
diksa guru HG Mahatma Dasa 
("MAD"), which was uploaded to 
social media. All emphases added. 

Changing the definition 

"Prabhupada has sometimes giv- 
en the definition that no illicit 
sex means no sex outside of mar- 
riage. [...] My understanding of 
what he means is that even if you 
don't plan — if your sexual act is 

not planning to have children but 
you don't take birth control [...] 
So sometimes Prabhupada says il- 
licit sex means no sex out of mar- 
riage — that's what he means. He 
doesn't mean you're using contra- 
ceptives or having sex every few 
days — that's illicit sex. [...] We're 
not talking about a couple trying 
to be celibate but really struggling 
and sometimes they just can't do 
it and one of the partners or both 
of them needs to be satisfied pe- 
riodically" 

MAD states that: 

a) Illicit sex is sometimes de- 
fined by SrTla Prabhupada as "no 
sex outside of marriage"; 

b) Which means that sex with- 
in marriage is authorised even if 
it is not for procreation, as long 


as one does not use birth control 
and it is only engaged in "periodi- 
cally" rather than regularly. 

However, the facts are that: 

1) SrTla Prabhupada always 
defines illicit sex as no sex outside 
of marriage. 

2) Many times he will also 
elaborate that this means that sex 
within marriage can only be for 
the purpose of procreation, e.g.: 

"Therefore the sastras en- 
join that one may have sexual 
intercourse only if married and 
only for procreation. Other- 
wise it is illicit. In our Krsna con- 
sciousness society, we prohibit 
illicit sex, but not legal sex." 

( Beyond Illusion and Doubt) 

The fact that sometimes SrTla 
Prabhupada simply states "no sex 
outside of marriage" without fur- 
ther elaboration does not mean 
he is giving another definition for 
what constitutes "illicit sex". 

Illicit sex is service 

"Prabhupada has never discussed 
this publicly. [...] He's never talked 
about satisfying one's partner. [...] 
many marriage counsellors say 
this [. . .] they feel that keeping the 
marriage together is more impor- 
tant than strictly adhering to the 
most, the highest definition of il- 
licit sex. [...] you're doing it as a 
service and so obviously it re- 

quires a lot of detachment to do 
this as a service . [...] many spirit- 
ual masters, [. . .] will tell their dis- 
ciples that you should satisfy the 
sexual needs of your spouse if he's 
unable to control them — if it's at 
the point in which it's going to dis- 
turb the marriage" 

MAD states that breaking the 
regulative principles by having il- 
licit sex can be a service if it is nec- 
essary to do this in order to save 
the marriage. However, he admits 
that this is not something SrTla 
Prabhupada ever preached, and 
therefore it is his own concoction. 
MAD also speaks of the "highest 


definition of illicit sex". But as we 
just saw, there is only one defini- 
tion of illicit sex, and MAD claim- 
ing otherwise is also another con- 
coction from him. 

Illicit sex helps bonding 

"maybe I'm stupid for saying it [. . .] 
it should be used to create a clos- 
er bonding between them. [...] 
And I expressed this to one senior 
Godsister because she was also in- 
terested in this discussion about 
what is illicit sex and when she 
heard that she said that is won- 
derful, she was so happy to hear 
that, because as men who have 
sexual desire, they have to learn 
if they want to express it, to ex- 
press it in a way which helps the 
relationship, which creates what 
you could call a better bonding or 
a closer relationship or a better re- 
lationship with the wife" 

MAD claims that illicit sex can 
be used to create a better bond- 
ing between the husband and 
wife. However, SrTla Prabhupada 
has never preached this possible 
"benefit" of illicit sex. Instead, SrTla 
Prabhupada states that all sex life 
leads to material bondage , rather 
than any beneficial bonding: 

"That means sex life is con- 
demned throughout because 
that is the cause of material 
bondage." 

(£rila Prabhupada Letter, 21/1/68) 

MAD himself realises the con- 
trary nature of his statement, as 
he accepts he may be "stupid" for 
stating it. 

"Better" illicit sex 

Another GBC-elected diksa 
guru, HG Matsya Avatar Dasa 
("MAT"), has additionally claimed 
on a GBC-funded website that: 

" Illicit sex in family life is 
like giving methadone to a her- 

oin-addict. Methadone is better 
than heroin (extramarital conju- 

gal sex), but better than metha- 
done is to rise above the prob- 



lem. Methadone also creates 
addiction, but not as strong and 
devastating as the addiction 

created by heroin." 

("Dandavats", 24/1 2/1 6) 

MAT claims that just as meth- 
adone is better than heroin, so il- 
licit sex within marriage is better 
than illicit sex outside of marriage, 
since it creates less addiction. But 
SrTla Prabhupada has never stated 
that one type of illicit sex is "bet- 
ter". Nor has he stated that sex at- 
traction within marriage is. less: 

"Sex serves as the natural 
attraction between man and 
woman, and when they are mar- 
ried, their relationship becomes 
more involved. [...] The attach- 
ment to the family is the strong- 
est illusion." 

(SB, 5.5.8) 

Conclusion 

When speaking of the GBC, 
who are supposed to lead the 
Society, SrTla Prabhupada stated 
that they should be "teaching 
what I am teaching" (Letter to 
GBC member, 4/8/75). However, 
as documented above, ISKCON's 
leaders are not teaching exactly 
what SrTla Prabhupada has taught 
even in relation to the most ba- 
sic of his teachings. Rather, due 
to their tendency to try to surpass 
SrTla Prabhupada being so strong, 
they will give their own teach- 
ings instead of just simply repeat- 
ing SrTla Prabhupada's teachings. 
Thus, we see here another exam- 
ple of the Prabhupada-Free Para- 
digm (PFP) in action.

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Changing the Regulative Principles - 2 


The previous article showed how 
ISKCON's gurus are not teaching 
the same as what SrTla Prabhu- 
pada teaches regarding "illicit sex" 
which relates to one of the most 
basic practices of Krishna Con- 
sciousness — the regulative prin- 
ciples. Now, another ISKCON guru 
is teaching something different to 
SrTla Prabhupada regarding an- 
other regulative principle. 

Smoking + tilaka = OK 

ISKCON diksa guru Satsvaru- 
pa Dasa Goswami ("SDG") pro- 
duced a painting, as shown above, 
about which he states: 

"The man is muscular and 
is smoking a pipe. The woman 
faces him in profile. They both 
wear bright white Vaisnava tila- 
ka, which saves the picture from 
not being Krishna conscious." 
(SDG, 6/1/17) 

As quoted in the previous ar- 
ticle, one of the regulative prin- 
ciples is avoiding "intoxication" 
which includes even drinking tea, 
never mind smoking: 

"four regulative principles: 
[...] No intoxication, up to smok- 
ing and drinking tea." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 29/1/73) 

Indeed SrTla Prabhupada used 
the example of smoking to amus- 
ingly illustrate how the condi- 
tioned soul is entrapped by maya: 

"They think that "I am smok- 
ing..." How it can be cool? But 
they purchase Kool. This is 
called maya . [chuckles] He's 
smoking fire, and he's becom- 
ing cool, [laughter] And the ad- 
vertisement is going on, and the 
rascals are captivated by these 
advertisement, and they smoke, 
become cool." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 18/8/72) 

SDG even recognises that 
smoking is not a Krishna conscious 
activity, because he states that he 
needs to add tilaka to transform 
the painting into being "Krishna 
conscious". But SrTla Prabhupada 
has never taught that simply 



wearing tilaka while smoking will 
make it Krishna conscious! 

Promoted in ISKCON 

"An untrained artist, Sats- 
varupa Maharaja's paintings are, 
by his own admission, "primi- 
tive and childlike" compared to 
the "polished realism" of the 
BBT artists who illustrated Srila 
Prabhupada's books." 

(ISKCON news, 16/2/17) 

Not only does SDG's painting 
depict sense gratification (smok- 
ing), but the non-BBT style of the 
painting is also declared to be 
sense gratification: 

"This is not a good style of 
painting. It is an artistic style 
for sense gratification only. I 
cannot encourage this style — it 
should be stopped immediate- 
ly. Paintings should be like the 
Deities, formal and worship- 
ful. This type of painting is sen- 
timental and not authorised. 
Paintings should be as our art- 
ists in New York are doing. Do 
not introduce any new styles." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 8/12/73) 

Therefore, sense gratifica- 
tion paintings about sense grati- 
fication, a double whammy if you 
like, are considered Krishna con- 
scious by an official ISKCON diksa 
guru. Indeed, SDG's paintings are 
promoted in ISKCON, for the same 
ISKCON news report mentioned 
above states that they were pro- 
moted in a solo exhibition at the 
Museum of Sacred Art in Rad- 
hadesh, which is an ISKCON tem- 
ple in Belgium. The exhibition was 
attended by many devotees, such 
as fellow ISKCON guru HH Sacl- 
nandana Swami. 


Still "as good as God" 

It should be noted that this 
"smoking" painting from SDG is 
the latest in a long line of non- 
Krishna conscious activities by 
SDG. These have ranged from 
him having an affair with a mar- 
ried woman, to writing porno- 
graphic literature, and to declar- 
ing that a Coltrane jazz compo- 
sition was to be seen as “bhaja- 
na as pure and even superior 
to most bhajana music." Yet, de- 
spite all this, the GBC still regards 
him as being a 'good as God' diksa 
guru. His 2016 Vyasa-puja festival 
showed he is still worshipped with 
the same pomp, grandeur, awe 
and reverence as any other diksa 
guru in ISKCON. Even after his af- 
fair, he was still allowed to remain 
as a sannyasi despite "Goswami" 
meaning "master of the senses"! 
His affair merely meant that he 
was not allowed to take any more 
disciples, but this has not made 
any difference, since he has found 
a back-door method to continue 
accumulating disciples. He stated 
at his 201 6 Vyasa-puja festival: 

"Those who are siksa disci- 
ples may have joined me more 
recently. But in either case, it's 
important that we keep alive 
the spiritual connection. [...] 
Some devotees are approaching 
me for a siksa relationship — 
they're doing this mainly by 
reading my books. In fact some 
of the siksa disciples read my 
books more than the diksa dis- 
ciples. What I have said about 
the promises the diksa disciples 
make, applies to siksa disciples. 
For the relationship to be real, 
they should give up the four sin- 
ful activities, chant 16 rounds, 
read my writings, correspond 
with me, visit me individually, 
and form an intimate relation- 
ship. And all disciples should 
render service to the guru." 

Thus, he has set up the same 
guru-disciple relationship with 
lots more "siksa" disciples. 


Untouchable 

The pornographic literature 
SDG wrote was first exposed in 
BTP 15 (please see "Guru Hoax 
Founder's Sex Literature Shock- 
er"), and our expose then led 
to the book in question being 
banned by the GBC. But it is still 
being sold by large online retail- 
ers, links to which are given on 
SDG's website. Thus, as with the 
"ban" on taking new disciples, 
SDG is still able to continue his 
activities. He also declared at his 
201 6 Vyasa-puja festival that: 

"I gave you the Hare Krishna 
mantra on behalf of Srila Prabhu- 
pada and that binds us perma- 
nently as guru and disciple". 

Thus, he is claiming that he 
will always be the diksa guru for 
his disciples, regardless of what 
he may do. However, as the his- 
tory of ISKCON has shown, no 
ISKCON diksa guru can be said to 
be bound "permanently" to a dis- 
ciple following initiation^ since 
they may later be found to be de- 
viating. In which case the GBC 
system is that the deviant is sup- 
posed to be removed as a diksa 
guru and the disciple is "re-initiat- 
ed" by another “diksa guru", as has 
happened in many cases. Thus, 
SDG's statement reveals that he 
believes he can do anything and 
still remain the diksa guru — and 
as we have seen, he basically does 
do anything! One cannot be sur- 
prised by such confidence when 
we have already seen that even 
his affair with a married woman 
did not lead to the GBC removing 
him as a diksa guru or sannyasi. 

Conclusion 

Thus, with SDG anything goes, 
and instead of being censured, he 
continues to be promoted. This is 
how low the standards have now 
dropped in ISKCON. Which has re- 
sulted in yet another regulative 
principle, "no intoxication", being 
undermined by an official ISKCON 
authorised diksa guru.

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Krishna Consciousness 


In the article on page 4, we high- 
lighted the absurdities that occur 
due to making up a guru system, 
instead of accepting the one giv- 
en by SrTla Prabhupada. These ab- 
surdities lead to confusion and ig- 
norance about the very basics of 
Krishna Consciousness, such as 
how to conduct a kirtana. Even 
more basic than this is the fact that 
Krishna Consciousness is meant to 
combat illusion (maya) by bring- 
ing a person into reality. It would 
be completely absurd, therefore, 
if instead practitioners remained 
in illusion and avoided the reality. 
Yet, this is exactly the absurd sit- 
uation which arises as a result of 
the made-up guru system prac- 
tised in ISKCON, as we shall see. 

No imitation 

SrTla Prabhupada explains: 

"The platform of parama- 
hamsa is described in Bhaga- 
vad-gita (2.15): sama-duhkha- 
sukham dhiram so 'mrtatvaya 
kalpate. When one is callous to 
all duality, the happiness and 
distress of this material world, 
one is fit for amrtatva, eternal 
life. [...] One has to understand 
that in the material world of du- 
ality, to think that this is good 
or that this is bad is simply a 
mental concoction. However, 
one should not imitate this con- 
sciousness; one should actually 
be situated on the spiritual plat- 
form of neutrality." 

(SB, 5.9.11) 

Thus, one has to actually be 
situated on a spiritual level, rath- 
er than imitate it. 

"As good as God" 

HH Kadamba Kanana Swami 

("KKS"), an ISKCON sannyasi and 
guru, explains what happened 
when he was about to get initi- 
ated by his guru, HH Jayadvaita 
Swami ("JAS"): 

"When I approached my spi- 
ritual master for initiation, he 
said, "Hmmm, as good as God, 


are you prepared to accept 
that?" And I thought, "Umm, 
well, I don't know..." but I just 
said yes with a weak voice be- 
cause it is not so simple to ac- 
cept the spiritual master as 
good as God. But this is Krsna's 
standard so what can we say." 
("Dandavats", 6/1/17) 

He explains that he had to ac- 
cept JAS "as good as God" because 
it is "Krsna's standard". Yes, it is a 
fact that it is the system to accept 
the bona fide guru "as good as 
God". But that is because the bona 
fide guru must first actually be at 
the highest spiritual position: 

"When one has attained the 
topmost position of maha-bha- 
gavata, he is to be accepted as 
a guru and worshiped exact- 
ly like Hari, the Personality of 
Godhead. Only such a person is 
eligible to occupy the post of a 
guru." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 24.330) 

Thus, both things must be 
there — the guru is worshipped 
"as good as God" ("exactly like 
Hari") because only a person who 
is already in the topmost position 
of being a maha-bhagavata is al- 
lowed to become a diksa guru to 
begin with. And as we saw in the 
previous section, one must actual- 
ly attain the level one is supposed 
to be on and not imitate it. 

Let's pretend 

However, KKS describes the 
standard system in ISKCON, which 
is an imitation system. Gurus must 
be worshipped "as good as God" 
even though they are not. By JAS's 
own admission, he had been in 
maya supporting a false zonal- 
acarya guru system at the time 
he himself became a guru in 1 986 
(please see our book, The Book 
Changer, for evidence), rather than 
being situated on the maha-bha- 
gavata level. And ISKCON Guru 
Services Committee Chairman 
(at the time), HH Prahladananda 
Swami ("PAS"), admitted that no

guru in ISKCON is on this level: 

"Such an uttama-adhikari 
Vaisnava is in perfect touch with 
the Supersoul and at every mo- 
ment knows the Supreme Lord's 
desires." 

("Duties of GBC and Guru in ISKCON" 
PAS, 2006) 

"If the GBC Body sees some- 
one as a self-effulgent acarya 
who is completely aware of the 
Supersoul and Srfla Prabhu- 
pada's desires and instructions 
they can and should follow his/ 
her instructions. No one so far 
has been seen in that category." 
(PAS, 30/8/06) 

Even in materialistic society, if 
one engages in imitation, such de- 
lusion can be considered a men- 
tal illness, and one may be locked 
up in a mental asylum. For exam- 
ple, in such asylums one may find 
persons who claim to be the Pres- 
ident of the United States or hold 
some such lofty position, and oth- 
er inmates may even treat them as 
such. Whereas in ISKCON, we have 
persons imitating being "as good 
as God" by demanding worship 
as such, and others offering such 
worship, even though both will 
know that the person concerned 
is not actually "as good as God". 
The situation in ISKCON is, there- 
fore, actually worse: the mental 
patient in the asylum may genu- 
inely be deluded and think he re- 
ally is the President of the United 
States; whereas in ISKCON both 
the guru and disciple actually 
know they are engaging in a cha- 
rade and thus cannot claim genu- 
ine delusion as an excuse. 

More confusion 

KKS also explains regarding 
his initiation ceremony: 

"I had to sit in a yajna again 
with the new bhaktas , remove 
my brahmin thread and sit down 
there and be initiated! [...] He 
said, "I want to give him two ini- 
tiations at once." Well, that was a 
relief because I wasn't sure if he

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was going to do that so at least 
I was going to get my brahmin 
thread back; that was some- 
thing!" 

("Dandavats" 6/1/17) 

KKS had already been given 
both first and second initiation by 
another ISKCON guru, Bhavanan- 
da, who subsequently "fell down". 
KKS did not consider either of 
these initiations valid, because 
he approached JAS for new initi- 
ations, and was expecting to get 
a new brahmana initiation and 
thread from JAS, as he describes 
above. And yet, KKS had to re- 
move his brahmana thread for the 
ceremony, because he had contin- 
ued to wear his Bhavananda brah- 
mana thread. So he continued to 
pretend he was still a bona fide in- 
itiated brahmana, even though he 
accepted he was not and needed 
to get re-initiated. Such is the con- 
fusion and contradiction that sur- 
rounds the "re-initiation" program 
invented in ISKCON. 

Conclusion 

SrTla Prabhupada states: 

"Everything in Krsna con- 
sciousness is scientific. It is not 
bogus, whimsical, sentimen- 
tal, fanatical or imaginary. It is 
truth, fact, reality." 

(Easy Journey to Other Planets, 
Chapter 2) 

Yet, as we have documented 
above, the made-up ISKCON guru 
system results in one avoiding re- 
ality, and instead living in an im- 
aginary world of make-believe.

"I find it amazing how each is- 
sue of BTP seems fresh and new 
even though you are essential- 
ly repeating the same facts over 
and over. I guess that is one way 
of knowing that 4t is the truth we 
are dealing with. Which can only 
mean that all those people who 
complain about BTP being repet- 
itive are not really interested in 
knowing the truth. And the fact 
that each successive issue contin- 
ues to provoke a reaction either 
for or against it is evidence that 
BTP is striking a chord with eve- 
ryone. Unlike yet another copy 
of The Watchtower which one can 
easily toss into the bin without a 
second thought, BTP will always 
leave its readers deeply affected. 

It does seem to me that as 
time goes on and ISKCON deviates 
further and further away from the 
society that Srila Prabhupada es- 
tablished, that the followers be- 
come more and more estranged 
from the ISKCON of old, and it be- 
comes more and more difficult for 
them to even conceive of the soci- 
ety being run any other way than 
it currently is. The emerging third 
generation of devotees, although 
fewer in number than previous 
generations, seem to be more 
deeply brainwashed than those 
before. Which means the need for 
BTP and its relentless preaching is 
actually increasing with time."

Editor replies: 

1) Your insight about BTP re- 
maining fresh is very interesting: 

"Krsna is always remem- 
bered, and His name is always 
chanted by millions of devotees, 
but the devotees never become 
saturated. Instead of becom- 
ing disinterested in thinking of 
Krsna and in chanting His holy 
name, the devotees get newer 
and newer impetus to continue 
the process. Therefore Krsna is 
ever-fresh. Not only Krsna Him- 


self, but also Krsna's knowledge 
is ever-fresh . The Bhagavad-gi- 
ta, which was imparted 5,000 
years ago, is still being read re- 
peatedly by many, many men, 
and still new light is always be- 
ing found in it. Therefore. Krsna 
and His name, fame, qualities — 

and everything in relationship 

with Him — is ever-fresh. " 

( The Nectar of Devotion, Chapter 22, 
emphases added) 

Thus, what you have detect- 
ed is evidence that what we are 
presenting is actually based on 
"Krishna's knowledge", rather than 
mundane knowledge made up by 
ourselves. 

2) Regarding the deviant dev- 
otees in ISKCON, yes — the more 
one becomes fooled, the hard- 
er it becomes to convince them 
that they have been fooled. Our 
mission is to make sure that any- 
one on this planet who wishes to 
follow SrTla Prabhupada should 
not be able to get to the end of 
their life and say they "didn't know 
they were doing the wrong thing." 
Rather, the existence of the IRM 
and its literatures should guar- 
antee that no one will be able to 
claim ignorance as an "excuse". 
And ignorance in any case is no 
excuse — therefore we actually 
have to try to save people from 
their own ignorance. Thus, if even 
after our efforts people still insist 
on deviating, it will be because 
they chose to do so.

"Leaving it to Krishna" 

The following letter was sent 
to us by Badarayana Dasa of Or- 
egon, USA, and our response in 
coloured text is interspersed be- 
tween his statements below: 

"I joined ISKCON in Denver in 
1981. I also moved to Berkeley, 
Ca., and stayed at the Vedic Cultur- 
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al Center. I also lived on Hansadu- 
tta's farm and then in 1987 I left 
ISKCON. The farm was ready to be 
sold and there were only about 
five devotees or so up there, and 
these devotees were turning 
away from ISKCON because they 
figured out ISKCON had become 
corrupt. So at that time, one ear- 
ly morning before mahgala-ara- 
tik, I left. I needed some time on 
my own to just sort things out in 
my own mind. There was a lot go- 
ing on in ISKCON at that time, pa- 
pers were circulating about Guru, 
GBC, etc. I just started working 
and kept my faith on the inside, 
and so here I am 28 years later af- 
ter I left ISKCON. But here's what 
I've concluded: 

Cheating: 5000 years ago, 
there was a lot of cheating going 
on. Just see what the Pandavas 
had to endure. So also there's so 
much cheating in ISKCON." 

Yes, you are correct. We fully 
agree that there is so much cheat- 
ing in today's ISKCON. 

"It's kind of like the govern- 
ment. In the government not eve- 
ryone who is in the government is 
bad. Yes, there are some that are 
bad but not everyone." 

Yes, we agree not everyone in 
ISKCON is bad. Some are just mis- 
guided, and we are trying to alert 
them to the "so much cheating in 
ISKCON" which you state is going 
on. 

"Living in ISKCON: Living in 
ISKCON means living with Krsna's 
devotees. Now, when you live in 
ISKCON, you have to ask yourself, 
what am I doing? Work on your 
sddhana , follow instructions, lis- 
ten, take the humble position. 
Next, if you see a devotee doing 
something in maya, approach 
him and correct him. If he keeps 
doing it, tell the temple authori- 
ty. If that doesn't work, then that's 
all you can do. Pray to Krsna and 
Krsna will help you. Krsna allows 
cheating by a devotee. He sees 
this cheating going on and at the 


same time tests his devotees' tol- 
erance. He allows some time to 
pass so that devotee can rectify 
himself but if he doesn't behave 
properly Krsna then says all right, 
you fool, you're hurting, and of- 
fending my devotees, you must 
fall. Don't be an ISKCON police- 
man." 

1) We can all claim what 
Krishna "says" and what Krishna 
does. But unless we can quote ei- 
ther Krishna or His representative, 
Srila Prabhupada, stating this, it 
is nothing other than our specu- 
lation. 

2) What we know for a fact 
Lord Krishna states should be 
done is: 

"For one who explains the 
supreme secret to the devo- 
tees, devotional service is guar- 
anteed, and at the end he will 
come back to Me." 

(Bhagavad-gita As It Is, 1 8.68) 

And Lord Krishna has already 
stated that this includes: 

"Just try to learn the truth 
by approaching a spiritual mas- 
ter. Inquire from him submis- 
sively and render service unto 
him. The self-realized soul can 
impart knowledge unto you be- 
cause he has seen the truth." 
(Bhagavad-gita As It Is, 4.34) 

And this authorised self-re- 
alised spiritual master is SrTla 
Prabhupada, and not those unau- 
thorised^ claiming to have suc- 
ceeded him. So we are following 
Lord Krishna's order by explaining 
this fact to the devotees. 

"We have to be careful when 
confronting problems. Look at the 
26 qualities of a devotee." 

We agree we need to be care- 
ful. We invite readers to point out 
how, by speaking the truth and re- 
peating Srila Prabhupada's orders 
when confronting problems, we 
are acting incorrectly.

I feel that I'm decelerating 
in my spiritual progress, and the 


question of accepting spiritual 
master has arisen, diksa. I began 
to study this and came upon BTP 
materials.

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Following the IRM’s Lead 


We have shown many times in 
previous BTP issues how ISKCON's 
leadership has followed the lead 
set by the IRM. For example, please 
see BTP 33, "ISKCON Guru Follows 
BTP's Lead", or even the last issue, 
"GBC Admits IRM Guidance Req- 
uired" Below are statements from 
HH Hridayananda Dasa Goswami 
("HD"), a current ISKCON diksa 
guru, ex-GBC chairman, and one 
of the original 11 "zonal acaryas" 
(The Great Guru Hoax, Part 1). All 
emphases added. 

ISKCON is deviant 

"ISKCON reinvented itself as 
a kanistha-adhikari movement 
where it's the opposite of what 
Prabhupada taught . [...] So in 
all these different ways, Prabhu- 
pada's teachings have been in- 
verted [...] I mean there are so 
many superficial hypocritical 
religions in the world— I don't 
think we're supposed to add to 
the number. You could preach 
the opposite of what Prabhu- 
pada said, and yet if you're 
wearing a dhoti, you're his real 
follower. It's come to that." 

(HD Lecture, 12/10/16) 

"our Western movement has 
now collapsed [...] ISKCON is in 
a crisis" 

(HD Lecture, 12/10/16) 

HD states that ISKCON is de- 
viating in a wholesale manner, is 
in crisis, and is a "superficial hyp- 
ocritical religion" where only your 
status, rather than what you ac- 
tually state, matters. This is exact- 
ly what the IRM has been saying 
for many years, and has continu- 
ally presented evidence for in eve- 
ry BTP issue. 

Commercialisation 

"They did the opposite of 
what Prabhupada said, they 
turned his teachings upside- 
down, and just went for the 
money." 

(HD Lecture, 12/10/16) 

"I can frankly tell you that 


since Prabhupada left, ISKCON 
is not what it was. [...] you can 
do car pujas [...] in Austral- 
ia they had a Ratha-yatra and 
right in front of the Lord Jag- 
annatha deities they had Bol- 
lywood dancers doing an ex- 
tremely erotic dance" 

(HD Lecture, 28/3/16) 

A common theme we have 
highlighted in BTP has been 
ISKCON's lurch into commerciali- 
sation and Indianisation. HD not 
only fully agrees with this, but to 
illustrate this he even gives the 
same examples that were featured 
in BTP , such as "car pujas " (please 
see BTP 11 ), and Bollywood danc- 
ers at Ratha-yatra in Australia 
(please see BTP 40). 

Following the IRM 

"Ironically, what I'm doing 
with Krishna West [...] is in a 
sense civil disobedience within 
ISKCON — and very conscious- 
ly so. [...] So I'm trying to re- 
vive the real Prabhupada Hare 
Krishna movement" 

(HD Lecture, 10/1/17) 

Due to these problems that 
exist in ISKCON, HD states he must 
take the same course of action as 
the ISKCON Revival Movement 
(IRM). Which is to vigorously chal- 
lenge the situation in ISKCON, and 
in this way revive the real ISKCON 
given by SrTla Prabhupada. 

Decades too late 

"The movement has been 
declining in the West for 40 
years. What does it take before 
people open their eyes? [...] I 
mean, the amount of irrational- 
ity and a-historicity is just... this 
is supposed to be a spiritual sci- 
ence. We're supposed to be the 
brahmanas, the learned schol- 
ars. [...] I was a GBC for 30 years, 

I was Chairman of the GBC, I 
supported the GBC's system" 

(HD Lecture, 12/10/16) 

1) HD admits that the prob- 
lems of ISKCON's decline which 


he is highlighting now, began 
straight after SrTla Prabhupada's 
departure and have been going 
on ever since. Indeed, the phe- 
nomena of commercialisation, In- 
dianisation, and so on, has been 
going on in ISKCON for decades. 

2) However, it is a fact that HD 
has only recognised and spoken 
out against these problems very 
recently. Because, as he admits, 
he himself was a loyal member of 
the GBC for most of the time these 
problems were occurring. There- 
fore, instead of recognising these 
problems, he supported and was 
part of the management that pre- 
sided over and directly caused 
these very problems! 

3) He now berates the ISKCON 
management that "what does it 
take before people open their 
eyes?", stating that ISKCON's lead- 
ers are supposed to be brahmanas 
and scholars, rather than dealing 
in irrationality. Yet, he could very 
well ask himself the same ques- 
tion as he was also not only blind 
to the same problems for dec- 
ades, but actually party to caus- 
ing them! 

Less intelligent 

"Tyranny threatens the GBC 
[...] It wasn't until I had to suffer 
all this injustice that I finally got 
it, because you know, if you're 
a big leader in ISKCON, eve- 
rything always goes well and 
you're always on top [...] Before 
this happened to me, you know, 
you can go your whole life not 
realizing what you're doing un- 
til someone does it to you and 
then you understand it. [...] Be- 
cause if they do this to me, God 
only knows what they do to reg- 
ular devotees." 

(HD Lecture, 12/10/16) 

HD admits he woke up to the 
problems regarding the behav- 
iour of the GBC, and how he may 
also have behaved, only due to 
him personally experiencing this 
behaviour. Otherwise he would 


have remained forever oblivi- 
ous to it. Being able to learn that 
something is wrong only from 
personal experience , rather than 
knowledge, is explained by SrTla 
Prabhupada as evidence of being 
less intelligent: 

"When an intelligent person 
hears from the lawbooks and 
sastras, or scriptures, that steal- 
ing is not good and hears that a 
thief is punished when arrested, 
he refrains from theft. A less in- 
telligent person may first have 
to be arrested and punished for 
stealing to learn to stop steal- 
ing." 

[The Nectar of Instruction, Verse 1 ) 

This lack of intelligence would 
no doubt have played a key role in 
his also taking so long to "open his 
eyes" to ISKCON's problems, as we 
detailed in the previous section. 

Conclusion 

It is good that HD has final- 
ly woken up to some of the prob- 
lems with ISKCON and the GBC 
which were highlighted a long 
time ago by the IRM. Of course, as 
an unauthorised diksa guru suc- 
cessor to SrTla Prabhupada, HD is 
still part of the problems, and it 
would be good if he also recog- 
nised this major problem of un- 
authorised diksa guru successors 
that afflicts ISKCON. 

He is supposed to have been 
a 'good as God' diksa guru ever 
since 1978. Yet, before his cur- 
rent vocal criticism, he was a loy- 
al ISKCON company man like the 
rest of the GBC management, as 
he admits. "Guru" means "heavy 
with knowledge" ( Teachings of 
Lord Kapila, Verse 4). But most 
of his career as a diksa guru has 
been "heavy" with deep igno- 
rance, rather than knowledge, re- 
garding the problems in ISKCON, 
which only now he is belatedly 
recognising. Besides his being un- 
authorised, this ignorance in itself 
is evidence that he is not a 'good 
as God 'diksa guru.

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PFP Case Study Continued 


The article in BTP Issue 52 titled 
"The Danger of Following the PFP 
(Prabhupada-Free Paradigm)" ad- 
dressed the claim that the guru 
hoax could provide spiritual pro- 
gress — a claimjriade by an op- 
ponent of the guru hoax, Madhu 
Pandit Dasa ("M PD"). With many 
thousands of devotees having 
once followed guru hoaxers, the 
subject matter of following false 
gurus was of great interest, and 
we therefore received many re- 
quests for further elaboration. 

Nothing to progress to 

While referring to the guru 
hoaxers and why one allegedly 
makes spiritual progress follow- 
ing them, an argument made by 
MPD not covered in the previous 
article was that: 

"somebody who is not very 
qualified can teach someone, 
and take someone, make some- 
one progress up to his level." 
(MPD Interview, published 29/6/16) 

This assumes that a guru hoax- 
er must have already achieved a 
certain high level of spiritual ad- 
vancement that his disciple could 
progress to. However, the guru 
hoaxers have made it their life's 
mission to usurp SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's position and oppose him. 
Since they were not authorised by 
SrTla Prabhupada to become diksa 
gurus, they have therefore tak- 
en up their "guru business" pure- 
ly for self-aggrandisement. SrTla 
Prabhupada describes such per- 
sons in these terms: 

"Sr/ isopanisad confirms that 
these pseudo religionists are 
heading toward the most ob- 
noxious place in the universe af- 
ter the completion of their spir- 
itual master business, which 
they conduct simply for sense 
gratification" 

(Sr/ isopanisad, Mantra 1 2) 

MPD himself states that the 
result of this guru hoaxer pro- 
gram is that "all of Prabhupa- 
da's wealth and assets, meant 


for Krishna's service, have been 
looted and stolen", and that it 
was the "greatest disservice to 
the movement", "spiritual poi- 
son" (MPD, Srlla Prabhupada Vy- 
asa-puja Offering 2006), and so 
on.Thus,"progressing"to the level 
of the guru hoaxers would actual- 
ly mean going backwards spiritu- 
ally, rather than progressing. 

Progress contradiction 

Additionally, if the argument 
from MPD we just quoted was cor- 
rect, a major self-defeating contra- 
diction arises. 

As detailed in the previous BTP 
52 article, MPD had agreed that 
spiritual progress is made by the 
disciple of a guru hoaxer due to a 
combination of the guru hoaxer's 
"guruship" acting and the chant- 
ing of Hare Krishna. However, the 
guru hoaxers are also supposedly 
chanting Hare Krishna, and thus, 
by this argument they would also 
be making spiritual progress due 
to the chanting, just as their disci- 
ples are. After all, it is their bona 
fide "guruship" that is supposed- 
ly making this spiritual progress 
even possible. Thus, a disciple will 
progress up to the guru hoaxer's 
supposedly higher spiritual level, 
which by virtue of the guru hoaxer 
chanting Hare Krishna would also 
be increasing. Which would mean, 
that by MPD's argument, the disci- 
ple of the guru hoaxer will actually 
make unlimited spiritual progress 
by following the guru hoaxer, 
since he keeps moving up to the 
guru hoaxer's continually advanc- 
ing spiritual level, and hence there 
is no reason to ever reject him! 

No bona fide guru 

A challenge was made that 
even though the guru hoaxers 
may be disobeying SrTla Prabhu- 
pada, their disciples are not, as 
they are sincerely and strictly fol- 
lowing their gurus. However, as 
the guru hoaxer was not author- 
ised by SrTla Prabhupada, he was 


never a guru to begin with: 

"Guru cannot be self-made. 
No. There is no such single in- 
stance throughout the whole 
Vedic literature. And nowadays, 
so many rascals, they are be- 
coming guru without any au- 
thority. That is not guru. You 
must be authorized. [...] As 
soon as the parampara is lost 
[...] immediately finished. The 
spiritual potency finished." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 27/2/77) 

Thus, we are dealing with "ras- 
cals" who have no spiritual po- 
tency, not bona fide gurus. Which 
means that no spiritual advance- 
ment is possible, because spiritu- 
al advancement can only come by 
the grace of the guru: 

"yasyaprasadan na gatih 
kuto 'pi 

"Without the grace of the 
spiritual master one cannot 
make any advancement."" 
(Perfect Questions, Perfect Answers) 

Grace of the guru, which, by 
definition, cannot even arise if you 
have no bona fide guru! 

Ending guru hoax faith 

"more than fifty percent of 
the gurus appointed by GBC 
have fallen down. [...] This is 
the real issue. There is betrayal 
of faith. Faith is extremely im- 
portant for spiritual life, and 
that is why Gaudlya Vaishna- 
va Siddhanta says one should 
have implicit faith in the spirit- 
ual master, as much as he has in 
God." 

(MPD Interview, published 29/6/16) 

MPD states this as the an- 
swer to what the "risk" is in follow- 
ing the guru hoax — that the risk 
is a guru "falling-down", because 
it leads to loss of faith. But when 
the guru "falls down", he is ex- 
posed as being the false guru that 
he is. Then the faith of the disciple 
in this false guru is broken, his un- 
authorised relationship with the 
guru hoaxer is broken, and most 
importantly, the disciple now has 



the opportunity to come to the 
correct path by accepting SrTla 
Prabhupada as his guru, which has 
actually happened in many cases. 
At the very least, the disciple will 
have stopped being on a deviant 
path. Otherwise, his faith in the 
guru hoaxer would remain intact, 
and he could continue to follow 
the guru hoaxer for life, and thus 
go to hell: 

"if he is a pure devotee he 
can deliver others, he can be- 
come spiritual master. But un- 
less he is on that platform he 
should not attempt it. Then both 
of them will to go to hell, like 
blind men leading the blind." 
(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 14/12/72) 

Or, to quote MPD, his whole 
life would be "lost in the course 
of following a deviant path" 
(MPD, Srlla Prabhupada Vyasa- 
puja Offering 2010). 

So, yes, guru falldowns can 
have a devastating effect, but 
more devastating are the conse- 
quences of continuing to follow 
the guru hoaxers. Thus, MPD is 
actually saying that the great risk 
with the guru hoax is not that it 
will continue, but that it may end 
up being stopped! 

Conclusion 

These extra examples demon- 
strate that, just as we saw in BTP 
52's article, the PFP is so danger- 
ous that it will lead even one who 
claims to oppose the guru hoax 
to unwittingly support it! The so- 
lution is simply to always quote 
SrTla Prabhupada, rather than of- 
fer one's own arguments.

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Another Stunning PFP Case Study 




The previous article addresses 
the disciples of the guru hoaxers. 
We have also been asked about 
the position of disciples of SrTla 
Prabhupada who support the 
guru hoax, even though they may 
not be guru hoaxers themselves. 

Sincere service 

The request arose because 
our readers had directed us to 
statements made in a paper titled 
"IA77". The paper's compilation 
was guided by Singapore Tem- 
ple President and SrTla Prabhu- 
pada disciple, Sundar Gopal 
Dasa ("SG"). His history is that af- 
ter the guru hoax began in 1978, 
he served under it. He took sec- 
ond initiation from guru hoax- 
er Hamsadutta, and then served 
as a Temple President under var- 
ious GBCs, who were guru hoax- 
ers. He stopped supporting the 
guru hoax in 1997 when he re- 
ceived The Final Order (" TFO ") and 
his eyes were opened, and there- 
fore GBC Resolution 303, 1999, 
sanctioned him for having accept- 
ed TFO stating he held "manageri- 
al or spiritual authority in ISKCON". 

IA 77 promotes him as having 
"spent more than four decades 
of his life in the sincere service 
of Srila Prabhupada". Yet, as just 
seen, 2 of these decades were 
spent supporting the guru hoax. 
Thus, if supporting the guru hoax 
is compatible with being in the 
"sincere service of SrTla Prabhu- 
pada" then by extension the guru 
hoaxers themselves would also 
be engaging in "sincere service to 
SrTla Prabhupada". Thus, by claim- 
ing this, IA 77, which is supposed 
to oppose the guru hoax, contra- 
dicts its very aim. 

Disobedient disciples 

The reality is that if one is a 
disciple of SrTla Prabhupada, then 
the quotes in reference to the 
guru hoaxers, such as— 

"First offense is guror ava- 
jna, defying the authority of 


guru. This is the first offense. So 
one who is offensive, how he can 
make advance in chanting? He 
cannot make. Then everything 
is finished in the beginning." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 4/7/74) 

"If you become disobedient 
to guru, then your business is 
finished." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 10/8/74) 

"If one is disobeying the 
spiritual master, he cannot re- 
main in the pure status of life. 
He cannot be siksa - guru or any- 
thing else. He is finished, imme- 
diately." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 4/7/74) 

—apply just as equally to 
him if he supports the guru hoax, 
since he is also disobeying his gu- 
ru's orders: to keep SrTla Prabhu- 
pada as ISKCON's only diksa guru. 
Therefore, support of the guru 
hoax would not constitute being 
"in the sincere service of Srila 
Prabhupada", as IA77 claims 
about SG. Ironically, this fact is 
also accepted by IA77 itself, which 
states that serving under the guru 
hoax regime would actually con- 
stitute being "party to the of- 
fence", thereby leading IA77 to 
engage in a double contradiction. 

Two-tier caste system 

The paper also states that SG: 

"was initiated directly by 
Srila Prabhupada in January 
1977". 

It is claimed that SG was initi- 
ated "directly" by SrTla Prabhupada 
because he became SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's disciple during his physi- 
cal presence. This implies that an- 
yone accepting SrTla Prabhupada 
as their diksa guru now would 
only be receiving "indirect" in- 
itiation. However, this two-tier 
"caste system" of devotees who 
have received "direct" and "indi- 
rect" initiations was not taught by 
SrTla Prabhupada. Rather, it under- 
mines the paper's supposed argu- 
ment that SrTla Prabhupada is eve- 
ryone's diksa guru equally. 


Accepts hoaxer authority 

The paper states that it will 
offer "sastric references" from the 
Srimad-Bhdgavatam, but then 
it quotes many times from the 
Srimad-Bhdgavatam translated by 
guru hoaxer HH Hridayananda 
Dasa Goswami ("HD") to make 
its arguments: 

SB 10.44.10; 10.87.39; 11.2.42; 
1 1 .8.1 3; 1 1 .1 7.33; 1 0.74.40; 1 1 .2.46; 
11.2.47; 

And in the case of the last 
three verses listed above, SrTla 
Prabhupada had actually also giv- 
en translations for them by refer- 
ring to them in the purports of 
his books. But even then the pa- 
per still preferred to quote the ver- 
sions given by HD! 

By elevating HD to a position 
of being on a par with — or as we 
saw in some cases, superior to — 
SrTla Prabhupada in the matter of 
translating scripture, the paper 
defeats its supposed objective of 
opposing the guru hoax: 

1) In BTP 51 article "The Un- 
authorised Cantos", we detailed 
how HD had completed the Bha- 
gavatam cantos quoted by IA77 
whilst being in the maya of the 
zona\-acarya guru hoax. HD had 
even written nonsense purports 
glorifying the other zonal acaryas. 
Yet, the paper believes this guru- 
hoax Bhagavatam is equivalent to 
SrTla Prabhupada's Bhagavatam. 

2) SrTla Prabhupada states 
that translation of scripture must 
be done by one who is "very real- 
ised" (Room Conversation, 28/5/ 
77). Thus, by accepting HD's trans- 
lations as authoritative, the paper 
accepts he was "very realised", 
rather than a guru hoaxer. 

3) The paper itself states that 
the guru hoaxers are "envious of 
Srila Prabhupada and should be 
neglected or disregarded". Thus, 
by relying on HD's translations, 
rather than neglecting and disre- 
garding HD, the paper is not ac- 
cepting that HD is a guru hoaxer. 

While promoting the paper, 



its publishers had boasted that it 
contained "some never-before- 
added, compelling scriptural ev- 
idence". However, the only thing 
not seen before was "scriptural ev- 
idence" from a guru hoaxer, which 
those opposing the guru hoax 
would 'never have added'. 

Not Srila Prabhupada 

The paper also claims that 
SrTla Prabhupada stated: 

" "Your love for me will be 
shown by how you cooperate 
among yourselves after I have 
gone" " 

Note the use of speech marks 
to indicate that it is presenting a 
direct verbatim quote from SrTla 
Prabhupada. However, there is no 
such recorded quote from SrTla 
Prabhupada. Rather, the first time 
this quote ever appears on record 
is from guru hoaxer HH Satsvaru- 
pa Dasa Goswami, in his 1981 Vy- 
asa-pOja offering. So, again IA77 
accepts the authority of a guru 
hoaxer, rather than letting him be 
"neglected or disregarded". 

Conclusion 

Again, we have given exam- 
ples of how the Prabhupada-Free 
Paradigm (PFP) leads even those 
opposing the guru hoax to unwit- 
tingly end up promoting it, in or- 
der to demonstrate just how dan- 
gerous it is. Therefore, we must 
only directly quote SrTla Prabhu- 
pada and only state conclusions 
supported by his teachings.

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The Modus Operandi of Cheating 


During this year's GBC meetings held at ISKCON's world headquarters in Mayapur, GBC member Malatl Devi Dasi ("MDD") gave the morning Srl- 
mad-Bhdgavatam class on February 1 0th. During the class she read out verbatim extracts from two of SrTla Prabhupada's letters. Some of the ex- 
tracts she read out are given below (all emphases added): 

1 ) "A Spiritual Master is always liberated . In any condition of His life He should not be mistaken as ordinary human being. This posi- 
tion of a Spiritual Master is achieved by three processes. One is called sadhana siddha. That means one who is liberated by executing the « 
regulative principle of devotional service. Another is krpa siddha, one who is liberated by the mercy of Krsna or His devotee. And anoth- 
er is nitya siddha who is never forgetful of Krsna throughout his whole life." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter to Tamala Krishna, 21/6/70) 

"actually a bona fide Spiritual Master is never a conditioned soul ." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter to Mukunda, 10/6/69) 

In this letter to Mukunda, an extract not read out by MDD also states: 

"Unless one is a resident of Krishna Loka, one cannot be a Spiritual Master. That is the first proposition. A layman cannot be a Spirit- 
ual Master, and if he becomes so then he will simply create disturbance. [...] A Spiritual Master must be liberated . It does not matter if he 
has come from Krishna Loka or he is liberated from here. But he must be liberated. " 

Thus, MDD is reading out, and therefore accepting, all the statements from these letters where SrTla Prabhupada clearly teaches that the spir- 
itual master must in all cases always be a liberated soul. 

2) However, as a GBC member, MDD is presiding over and in full agreement with the GBC guru system in operation which does not require 
the spiritual master to be liberated: 

"By adhering to Srila Prabhupada's instructions, even the non-liberated guru acts as one liberated, (although he must constantly be 
aware of his position relative to the liberated guru, and conduct himself accordingly, being attentive to avoid accepting any inappropri- 
ate modes of worship)." 

(GBC Resolution 409, 1999) 

Fellow GBC member and ISKCON guru, HH Sivarama Swami ("SRS") explains it more explicitly: 

"And therefore in that way those who are not liberated souls, but even conditioned souls can take the position of guru ." 

(SRS Podcast, 3/11/08) 

"And we can see that our present day gurus are not necessarily self-realized souls, otherwise we wouldn't be falling down, what to 
speak of even leaving the path of Krishna Consciousness. And particularly that deviation takes place when you're talking about such con- 
ditioned souls ".

3) MDD had read out extractsfrom SrTla Prabhupada's letters, someofwhich we quoted above, to demonstrate that SrTla Prabhupada isa liberated soul, 
and a nitya-siddho in particular, which of course iscorrect.Thus, in order to "show" how SrTla Prabhupada is being glorified in ISKCON, SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings are accepted, and it will be emphasised that the spiritual master must be liberated. However, the GBC also does not want such glorification of 
SrTla Prabhupada to interfere with the self-glorification of the unauthorised GBC gurus. Therefore, when it comes to the GBC guru system, it is 
claimed the spiritual master no longer needs to be liberated, and the same teachings from SrTla Prabhupada are denied to ensure they do not pre- 
vent GBC members and others from becoming unauthorised diksa guru successors to SrTla Prabhupada. In the last BTP issue, the Editorial, "Decep- 
tion, Not Delusion", explained how the guru hoax is a result of deliberate cheating rather than ignorance. Here we have a perfect example of such 
blatant cheating, where there is no ignorance involved.
